Kirkpatrick says hostages 
not Israel’s responsibility 


Former U.S. ambassador to the 
UN, Jeane Kirkpatrick, said yester- 
day that only the U.S. and the hi- 
jackers of the TWA plane should be 
directly involved in efforts to free the 
hostages. 

“The important thing is to be 
absolutely clear and to remain clear 
that the issue is the release of the 
hostages being held by the hijackers 
and those they are involved with,” 
Kirkpatrick told reporters at Ben- 
Gurion Airport, where she arrived 
yesterday for a one-week visit as 
guest of the Foreign Ministry. 

“Nobody else is directly involved 
except the United States, the hijack- 
ers. and those they are involved 
with.” she said. 

She said she was sure Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar “is 
doing everything possible to help in 
the hijack affair, within the limita- 
tions of the organization.” 


But she commented that “there is 
no consensus in the UN on questions 
of the Middle East or even on terror- 
ism.” 

She also attacked the UN itself for 
“the obscene resolution Unking 
Zionism and racism,” passed by the 
UN General Assembly. 

During ber day in Jerusalem 
yesterday. Kirkpatrick held a lun- 
cheon meeting with Foreign Minis- 
try Director-General David Kim- 
cbe, an afternoon meeting with 
Prime Minister Peres, and had din- 
ner with Minister without Portfolio 
Moshe Arens. 

The former ambassador was one 
of Israel's strongest supporters at the 
UN during her period of office there, 
which she concluded in February. 
She has been mentioned as a possi- 
ble RepubUcan vice-presidential 
candidate in the 1988 elections. 


No one hurt in Tel Aviv beach blast

TEL AVIV. - Disaster was narrowly 
averted yesterday when an explosive 
charge went off on the crowded Tel 
Aviv beach near Rebov Frishman. 
Nobody was hurt. 

Police detained 30 suspects. 

At 11:30 a.m. a huge explosion 
startled hundreds of people, includ- 
ing many children, relaxing on the 
beach. A large cloud rose from the 
beach surface, covering many peo- 
ple with sand. 

Nobody was standing or lying at 
the spot, where the bomb was buried 
in the sand. 

"I was standing a few metres from 
the water, watching the waves, when 


I saw a ckmd of sand rise from the 
beach. That’s all I saw,” cne bather 
said after the explosion. 

Police evacuated the beach and 
dosed the beach road. Many work- 
ers at nearby restaurants and cafes, 
were detained. 

By yesterday evening, most of the 
detainees had been released, except 
for 10 who remained in police cus- 
tody. 

Yesterday afternoon an explosive 
device was found in Ashkelon and 
exploded by a police sapper without 
damage. The charge was found at 2 
p.m. in the Ramat Eshkol neigh- 
bourhood, placed near a domestic 
gas cylinder. Some 20 suspects were 
detained.

The committee recommended 
that the government should decide 
whether linkage should be to the 
dollar or to a daily inflation rate. 
Steinberg noted that the public is 
used to the dollar, but there were 
“political considerations” which 
may make the second system more 
attractive. 

The new system would apply to 
3U.U0U large companies and 10.000 
self-employed in the economy. The 
committee’ proposed that smaller 
companies should pay taxes accord- 
ing to a system linked monthly to the 
consumer price index. 

The committee fell short of re- 
commending a complete dollariza- 
tion of the economy. According to 
the svstem. large companies will 
make ‘entries in both shekels and in 
dollars in their books. 

All income and expenditure will 
be linked to the dollar on a daily 
basis, but the taxable income will be 
calculated in shekels. According to 
Steinberg, if the committee had de- 
cided that the tax itself would be 
linked to the dollar, that would have 


meant dollarization of the economy, 
since wages, prices and tax brackets 
would then be given in dollar terms. 
“That is a decision which politicians 
must take.” be said. 

As to the individual tax-payer, the 
committee recommended a 15 per 
cent tax reduction, with'a top mar- 
ginal rate of 50 per cent. 

The committee’s recommenda- 
tions go to the cabinet. If approved 
there, it goes to the Knesset. Econo- 
mic observers in Jerusalem expect 
the report to have an uphill battle, 
since it would barm some of the 
strongest interests in the economy, 
bringing about a steep increase in tax 
payments by the largest companies 
and highest paid self-employed. 

Steinberg said he expected the 
government to be able to table leg- 
islation in the Knesset by Septem- 
ber. . 

He added that according to the 
committee's calculations the Treas- 
ury's revenue from taxes wiH in- 
crease by some $550 million as a 
result of the linkage but will drop by 
some SSOOm. as result of the de- 
crease in the tax rates on individuals.

Israel was poised last night to release thg^ulk pf the Leb^rf^sfc Shi'ite 
detainees, held in Atlit, if the 39 American ho^ras being belcLj^ Beirut are 
handed over to the French Embassy there. 

The inner cabinet met last night for three hours to discuss what was termed 
as the “breakthrough” in Amal leader Nabih Beni's decision to permit the 
hostages to be moved to a western embassy. 

Officials would not disclose what was discussed, but it is understood that 
the ti m in g of the release of the Atlit detainees was under consideration. 

Before the meeting Prime Minister Peres spoke to the French foreign 
minister, who conveyed a message from the French government. 

A senior source explained that if Beni follows through with the move - 


apparently suggested by the Syrians- Israel will find itself in a situation where 
it could not hold onto the detainees any longer. 

Officials last night privately expressed their relief at the possibility of the 
hostages being handed over to the French, and said that it was die first 
significant step to end the deadlock. 

These same officials denied that a group of 70 detainees were due to be 
released today, and made it clear that there would be no interim moves “at 
this delicate stage.” They would not say bow long the stage would last. 

Over the past week more and more cabinet ministers have been pushing for 
an “elegant” way out of the deadlock without making President Reagan step 
down from his position of not negotiating with the terrorists. The possible 
transfer of the hostages to neutral territory now makes such a move possible.

Steinberg team recommends:

BEIRUT (Reuter). - Shi'ite Amal 
militia leader Nabih Beni yesterday 
broke the deadlock in the 13-day 
Lebanon hostage crisis by freeing 
one of 40 Americans held in Beirut, 
while France was embroiled in di- 
plomatic moves to end the affair. 

Beni also offered to hand the 
remaining 39 hostages to a western 
embassy in Beirut until demands of 
the Shi'ite gunmen who hijacked a 
TWA Boeing 727 over Athens on 
June 14 were met. 

Beni is negotiating on behalf of 
the hijackers de manding the release 
of 735 Lebanese, mainly Shi’ites, 
held in Israel. He told a news confer- 
ence the French and Swiss embassies 
were potential recipients of the hos- 
tages. 

In Paris, French External Rela- 
tions Minister Roland Dumas de-

Rabin lauds 
U.S. stand, 
urges ‘restraint 
and wisdom’

Defence Minister Rabin said 
yesterday in the Knesset that both 
the U.S. and Israel must act “with 
restraint and wisdom” in connection 
with the TWA hijacking. He was 
replying to nine motions for the 
agenda. 

Rabin said that President Reagan 
and other administration officials 
had announced a policy of non- 
submission to terrorist extortion. 

Israel, which has had experience 
of being a victim of terror, respects 
and appreciates the courage and de- 
termination of that stand. Israel has 
therefore informed the U.S. of its 
readiness to cooperate. 

He said that if there was truth in 
the reports that hostages with 
Jewish -sounding names were sepa- 
rated from the others, the only reac- 
tion could be one of revulsion. And 
the enonnrty of the horror of this 
classification of human beings on the 
basis of their religion would not be 
softened by the spurious claim that 
they had been set apart, not because 
they are Jews, but because they are 
Zionists. 

Rabin rejected, “categorically,” 
the charge that the hijacking had 
occurred because of Israel's liberal- 
ity in last month's prisoner ex- 
change. “Stuff and nonsense,” he 
said. Such talk embodied a good 
measure of self-accusation. 

Rabin rejected comparisons be- 
tween last month’s prisoner ex- 
change and the present situation. 
The DDF soldiers bad not fallen into 
enemy hands as a result of terrorist 
action, he noted, but had been sent 
to war by Israel, which therefore had 
the duty to bring them back. 

All but two of the motions (those 
of the Progressive List for Peace and 
the Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality )_ were referred to the Fore- 
ign Affairs and Security Committee. 

Peretz stands pat . 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Interior Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Peretz stands by his 
remarks on the fatal Petah Tikva 
school bus collison. Parents of the 
accident victims last night demanded 
his resignation, Israel Radio re- 
ported. 

Peretz said his remarks, to the 
effect that the deaths of the children 
were divine retribution for desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath in Petah Tikva, 
had not been properly understood.

Dumas left for talks with West Ger- 
man ministers later yesterday . 

A spokesman said France was 
ready to help in any way it could, 
although it did not intend playing a 
role of mediator. 

Switzerland declined comment on 
Beni's offer, and the Austrian Fore- 
ign Ministry said it was too early to 
say if it might be ready to offer its 
Beirut embassy to take the hostages. 

Berri said he was releasing Jimmy 
Dell Palmer, who apparently suffers 
from a heart condition, because be 
was unwell. 

He said he was seeking the release 
for the same reason of another hos- 
tage. Simon Grossmayer, 57. from 
Algonquin, Illinois, who has only 
one long. 

On his offer to hand over the 


remaining hostages, Berri said: “We 
put (to) them this condition: The 
embassy gives us a guarantee that 
they (the" hostages) will not leave 
Lebanon until the Atlit prisoners 
(held by Israel) come to Leba- 
non.” He added that the recipient 
embassy must be in mainly-Moslem 
West Beirut, which is controlled by 
Beni's Amal militia and its allies. 

Berri also said he was prepared to 
fly the remaining hostages to 
D amas cus “on condition that we 
have word from President Assad or 
anyone that they will not be released 
until Atlit prisoners come to Leba- 
non.” He also suggested flying the 
hostages to Teheran. 

Beni said that two Frenchmen 
kidnapped by gunmen on the airport 
highway May 22 will also be freed 
once the hostage crisis is resolved. 

Palmer’s release and Beni's offer 


to move the hostages out of Amal’s 
control marked the first significant 
movement in the hostage crisis. 

Two Red Cross workers, one a 
doctor, visited all 40 American hos- 
tages in Beirut late Tuesday night, a 
spokesman for the International 
Committee of the Red Cross said 

“The Red Cross workers held pri- 
vate talks, that is. without witnesses, 
with all of them." the spokesman 
said. 

In keeping with Red Cross policy, 
information on the hostages' condi- 
tions will not be made public, the 
spokesman said. He said a report of 
the visit would be provided to Amer- 
ican authorities and to families of the 
hostages. 

A Red Cross spokesman in Gene- 
va said the doctor who visited the 
hostages had recommended to Berri 
that he release Palmer.

U.S. silent on possible breakthrough

WASHINGTON. - Amid indica- 
tions of a possible breakthrough in 
the TWA hijacking, the Reagan 
administration yesterday damped 
down tightly on ail public comments. 

At the White House, the State 
Department and the Pentagon, 
senior officials refused to comment 
on the latest developments in the 
effort to win the release of the re- 
maining 39 American passengers 
and crew members hijacked to 
Beirut. 

U.S. officials said they were still 
trying to avoid any direct linkage 
between the release of the hostages 
in Beirut and the detainees in Israel. 

“Our position is that all of the 


hostages should be released im- 
mediately and without precondi- 
tion,” White House spokesman Lar- 
ry Speakes said. 

Other U.S. officials indicated that 
Syria had become more helpful m 
trying to ease the crisis in recent 
days, perhaps in response to the new 
tougher line coming from Washing- 
ton. “As the Administration said 
yesterday (Tuesday)," Speakes said, 
“we are reviewing measures de- 
signed to bring greater pressure to 
bear on the situation.” 

, He. rejected. the hijackers’ de- 
mand, namely the release of 
Lebanese Shi’ites detained in Israel, 
before the TWA hostages are re- 
leased. He added: “We firmly reject 


any linkage. The TWA hostages 
should be released forthwith and 
without conditions.” 

Speakes said that release of the 31 
Lebanese detainees by Israel earlier 
this week underlined Israel's policy 
of returning prisoners to Lebanon. 
That is “a matter of record,” he said. 
“We did not ask Israel to release 
them. And we will not ask Israel to 
release them.” 

Speakes said, “We are in dose 
touch with governments in the Arab 
world, in Europe and elsewhere.” 

But Speakes insisted the U.S. was 
not going to cave into the hijackers' 
demands. “We do not negotiate with 
hijackers," he said. "We do not give 
in to their demands.” 


Solution to hijack could aid deal in South

The Beirut hijack affair could con- 
ceivably catalyse ongoing efforts to 
create a security equilibrium in 
South Lebanon involving Amal, 
Unifil and the Shi’ites. 

Highly placed Israeli sources said 
yesterday that these efforts were still 
going ahead, despite the hijack dra- 
ma, and that Israel was still in- 
terested in principle in their success. 

The sources said the hijack had 
naturally been preoccupying Shi'ite 
leader Nabih Beni himself these 
past few days and absorbinghis time. 
But the Shi'ites' basic interest in the 
peace of the south, and in their 
playing a role to maintain that peace, 
remained intact. It could emerge 
that in the wake of the hijack - 
assuming it is peacefully resolved - 


Berri would be even more amenable 
to proposals for sharing security in 
the south. 

Such proposals have been in the 
air for many months. Most recently 
they were broached by the UN 
undersecretary-general, Brian Ur- 
quhart, -during talks in Jerusalem, 
Beirut and Damascus. 

The UN official envisaged a more 


responsible role for Amal in the 
context of Unifil 's deployment along 
the borderline. The UN would ideal- 
ly like to see the SLA shrink to 
nonexistence, and the '‘Good 
Fence” virtually dose. But Urquhart 
apparently acquiesced in Israel's 
firm insistence that the SLA must 
retain a presence in the security 
zone.

TEL AVTV. - Leading membeis of 
the United Kibbutz Movement may 
have committed criminal offences in 
their rfealingft with financier David 
Blass, according to Knesset Member 
David libai, who is conducting an 
investigation into the allegations of 
financial irregularities. 

In a letter read out to a meeting of 
the UKM central committee yester- 
day, libai said that he expected to 
complete his investigation within 
two weeks to a month. He explained 
that he had been unable to complete 
it sooner dne to the absence abroad 


and in army reserves of four crucial 
witnesses. 

After a tense and stormy meeting, 
the committee voted to approve the 
UKM secretariat’s handling of the 
affair, in which some of the move- 
ment’s leading financial officers are 
facing allegations of graft and pas- 
sing on confidential information. 
The allegations arose earlier this 
year, shortly after it was revealed 
that the UKM investment company . 
Eshet had lost several million dollars 
in its dealing with Blass. 

The committee’s resolution noted 
that the allegations must be investi- 
gated thoroughly and called on kib- 
butz members to refrain from specu- 


lating on the affair until Libai has 
completed his investigation. 

A harshly-worded resolution con- 
demning the UKM secretariat’s 
handling of the affair and calling for 
an in-house investigation was defe- 
ated by 90 votes to 50. The resolu- 
tion was submitted by representa- 
tives of Kibbutz Degania Alepb, 
home of one of the prime suspects. 

The committee also rejected calls 
for the allegations to be handed over 
to the police, without waiting for the 
results of the Libai inquiry. 

UKM co-secretary Eli Zamir re- 
jected charges that the kibbutz 
movement was investigating itself. 
The movement, be said, had chosen 


the “uncomfortable option m re- 
questing that Libai. an outsider and 
former president of the Chamber of

Labour MK Abdel Wabab 
Darousha yesterday called on Israel 
and the PLO simultaneously to rec- 
ognize each other. 

Presenting a motion for the agen- 
da on the need for new initiatives in 
the region, he called on the PLO to 
proclaim unequivocally its readiness 
to recognize Israel, and to repeal 
those paragraphs in the Palestinian 
Covenant • that do not recognize 
Israel or the rights of the Jewish 
people. 

He said that the PLO had kept its 
word in the past - without commit- 
ting anything to writing-on prisoner 
exchanges and cease-fire agree- 


ments. It had shown that it is autho- 
rized to make agreements in the 
name of the Palestinians, and to 
honour them. 


Darousha called for negotiations 
with a Jordan-Palestinian delegation 
that would include authorized repre- 
sentatives of the PLO. and for a 
proclamation by the Israel govern- 
ment of its readiness to recognize the 
national rights of the Palestinian 
nation and to reach territorial com- 
promise. 

At the government’s request, the 
vote on the motion (and perhaps a 
reply by the government) was defer- 
red to next week.

His funeral will take 
place at Gan Shlomo (Kvutzat Schil- 
ler) today. 

Kesse was born in 1906, in the 
Ukrainian Jewish farming commun- 
ity of Bdovoroya. In his youth he was 
a member of Hehalutz and other 
illegal Zionist organizations. Aftera 
short imprisonment by Soviet secret 
police (GPU) be arrived m Palestine 
in 1926. . • 

He started his career as an agri- 
cultural worker in Rehovot. In 1932, 
he was elected secretary at the local 
labour council. Subsequently, he 
lived in Kfar Bilu and in 1936 he 
joined Kvutzat Schiller. From 1941- 
47 Kesse was secretary general of 
Mapai. He held this post a gain as a 
joint secretary-general from 1954- 
58. 

Kesse was one of the staunchest 
supporters of die late Pin has La vcra, 
secretary general of the Histadrut. 
K^sse supported JLavon against. 



HAIFA (Itim). - An Israeli ship’s 
captain, accused of patting an Afri- 
can stowaway overboard in shark- 
infested seas off the African coast in 
March 1982, went on trial yesterday 
in the local district court. 

Avner Gilad, 58. of Kibbutz Nah- 
sholirn was charged along with the 
ship's third officer. Ron Gurfinkei. 
29. with transporting a passenger on 
a dangerous vessel and with injuring 
him. Gilad is also charged with de- 
liberately endangering the stow- 
away's life. 

The case only came to light in 
November 1984, more than two 
years after it happened, when the 
daily Hodoshoi published accusa- 
tions by crew members, who had 
witnessed the incident, with photo- 
graphs. 

According to the charge, Gilad, 
captain of the Kibbutz Meuhad ves- 
sel Moran, decided to put the stow- 
away overboard on a raft off the 
coast of Mozambique, with a 
lifebelt. 

He ordered the first mate to make 


a raft, and. when the latter said he 
could not make a proper one be 
allegedly told him to put a few 
boards together. The African was 
eventually forced onto a contraption 
that started disintegrating as soon as 
it hit foe water, says the charge. 

Gilad and Gurfinkel are accused 
of beating the stowaway with a knot- 
ted rope, tying a rope around his 
neck and dragging him by the ear. in 
order to force him off foe ship and 
onto foe raft. The charge says that 
foe sea in the. area where the stow- 
away was put overboard was shark- 
infested, and that the ship sailed off 
without ascertaining the fate of the 
man. 

Gilad is a veteran of the Palyam 
(Hagana navy) and was active in 
bringing ille gal ** immig rants to this 
country before independence. The 
Moran, on loan at foe time to foe 
7-im shipping company, was on a trip 
from Haifa to South Africa via the 
Suez Canal. The stowaway was disc- 
overed aboard after foe ship called at 
the Tanzanian port of Dar-es- 
Salaam.

62% in school poll 
support Kahane’s views

A recent poll conducted among 
100 16-year-old pupils of the presti- 
gious Bnei Akiva Nehaiim yeshiva 
high school revealed that 62 per cent 
support Meir Kahane's views and 
attitudes towards the Arabs.

• Petah Tflcva, where foe Hechal 
cinema whose Friday night showings 
set off violent demonstrations last 
winter is now being renovated ready 
for opening in foe autumn; 

• Inter-urban bus services: Egged 
starts some of its long-distance lines 
on Sabbath afternoon, in time for 
the first buses to reach Jerusalem 
and Tel Aviv just as foe Sabbath 
ends. 

Several membeis of foe religious 
lobby say that while demonstrations 
are expected to continue against 
these violations, tbey cannot be 
effective in themselves. However, at 
a time when neither the Likud nor 
foe Alignment want to offend poten- 
tial allies, the religious lobby can use 
discreet pressure. 

Alignment mayors in Haifa, 
Ramat Gan and Petah Tikva, for 
example, might be persuaded by

Hotel manager says ban on pork tad far tourism’

I The Inter-Continental Hotel in 
Jerusalem uses about 550 kilos of 
pork a month. If and when the sale of 
pork becomes illegal the hotel will 
take it off the menu, but manager 
Klaus Nickel is convinced that it will 
be sold “undeT foe table” and that, 
he says, is where foe trouble wfll 
begin. 

“You can’t expect Christian 
Arabs - or European Jews for that 
matter - who have been used to 
eating pork all their lives to stop 
suddenly. But instead of foe present 
situation, where it is sold under 
hygienic conditions, there will be no 
veterinary supervision. This would 
put us back 2,000 years,” he said. 

Without supervision, he ex- 
plained, every time someone eats 
pork, he will be in danger of con- 
tracting trichinosis, a disease caused 
by parasitical worms which grow in 
the intestine and spread through the 
body. Once the parasite enters foe 
bloodstream, it is almost impossible 
to get rid of it. 


The law, said Nickel, is definitely 
detrimental to tourism. Not that less 
people will come because there is no 
bacon, but this law, and others simi- 
lar to it, create an atmosphere which 
discourages visitors, he argued. 

“You should see tourists in the 
dining room when they come from 
Jordan or Egypt,” he said. About 
half of all the pork consumed in the 
hotel is in the form of bacon, served 
as part of the breakfast buffet. Ab- 
out 10 kilos a day are consumed this 
way. Nickel says’ 

The manager said that some of the 
many Israelis who come to the hotel 
order pork, but be dismissed foe idea 
that Jews come specially to the hotel 
to order pork. 

“Of 50 items on our menu, only 
five include pork.” he said. “We 
have it because people want it, but it 
is far from foe most popular item.” It 
is American Christians who appreci- 
ate the fact that tbey can order pork. 
It constitutes about 10% of all meat 
consumed in foe hotel. 


A majority of foe hotel staff are 
Moslems, also enjoined by their reli- 
gion not to eat or to handle pork. 
Nickel noted that much of foe hand- 
ling and cooking is actually done by 
foe chef, who is a European but he 
has never heard of an emplovee 
objecting to work in the kitchen for 
that reason. 

About half of the pork used in the 
hotel and virtually all foe smoked 
meat products come from Kibbutz 
Mizra. The rest are supplied by Tuv 
Taam .in Tel Aviv and Siniora,.-a

If 
the debate were held, he would 
explain why he was opposed to a 
mandatory death penalty. 

But the House voted against a 
debate. 

Revival of ‘Labour Stream’? 

Micha Reiser (Likud-Herut) 
charged in a motion for the agenda 
yesterday that the Labour stream is 
being re-introduced into many state 
schools in the guise of parents ex- 
ercising their right to decide on 25 
per cent of the curriculum. 

Reiser said this was a circumven- 
tion of the State Education Law, 
would politicize the schools, and was 
aimed at indoctrinating pupils so 
that they would eventually vote 
Labour. 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon replied that the ministry 
would appiove no curricula that 
were in conflict with the aims of the 
Education Law. 

He expressed satisfaction that a 
growing number of parents have 
begun to understand the importance 
of their active participation in their 
children’s education.. He said that 
this was a right granted them by the . 
law and that it was the ministry’s 
intention to broaden this tendency. 
Democracy and Co-exlstence 

Aharon Harel (Alignment) cited 
the findings of a Van Leer Institute 
report that 42 per cent of high-school 
pupils agree with some of the ideas 


of Meir Kahane. He warned of the 
danger of group pressure on the 
individual pupil to join groups such 
as Kadi. 

Navon replied that, from the next 
school year, education for democra- 
cy will be stressed in all educational 
institutions. For this purpose, the 
ministry is mobilizing the universi- 
ties, the Van Leer Institute, research 
institutes and other experts. 

He said that part of this program- 
me would concentrate on the subject 
of Jewish- Arab co-existence, includ- 
ing knowledge of Arab culture and 
language, education for reciprocal 
relations between Jews and Arabs 
on the basis of equality, and under- 
standing of the relations between 
Israel and its neighbours. 

Beesrsheba Theatre 

Replying to motions for the agen- 
da by four members, Navon said that 
it was “inconceivable” that the Beer- 
sheba Theatre close down, and that 
the ministry is holding intensive talks 
to find a solution. 

He said that the ministry had even 
granted the theatre a special alloca- 
tion of 1S100 million over its planned 
budget, but the theatre's debts still 
come to some IS330m. 

The debts stem from the munici- 
pality’s failure to transmit its share to 
the theatre, the municipality itself 
being in financial straits, Navon said. 

Afternoon court sessions 

Justice Minister Nissim said 
yesterday that the “second shift” in 
Tel Aviv District Court sessions was 
discontinued because of the opposi- 
tion, first, of the court employees, 
but mainly because of that of the 
Chamber of Advocates. 

He said he was now considering 
the re-introduction of the afternoon 
sessions m Tel Aviv.

Dulzin noted that the World Un- 
ion of General Zionists, which is 
affiliated with the liberal Party in 
Israel, had passed a unanimous re- 
solution opposing the merger.

To keep Jews from leaving North 

Agency spent $300 million 
in Galilee since 1980

The Jewish Agency has spent $300 
million in Galilee over the last five 
years on educational, cultural, set- 
tlement and rehabilitation projects 
aimed at keeping residents from 
leaving. 

The agency hopes to allocate near- 
ly as much to the area in the coming 
five years, agency treasurer Akiva 
Lewinsky, told the press yesterday 
during the agency's assembly at the 
Jerusalem Ramada Renaissance 
Hotel. He noted that Diaspora 
donors now regard the Galilee- as 
having "sex appeal." meaning that it 
has become fashionable to donate 
money to projects there. 

Lewinsky, who spoke about the 
vital need to help Galilee settle- 
ments and development towns at the 
agency assembly in 1979. noted that 
donors have begun to realize the 
importance of developing an area 
where "the way Arabs and Jews will 
live together in the Jewish state will 
be decided." 

The agency projects that Lewins- 
ky and his colleagues promoted for 
Galilee were sometimes regarded as 
“luxuries” by the government and 
other authorities. But. said Lewins- 
ky, a community centre in the border 
settlement of Cochin Jews in Kfar 
Yuval. or a swimming pool reach- 
able by settlers in lone “lookout 
points” (mitzpim). are not luxuries if 
they keep the population from leav- 
ing the Galilee. 

Jews would not be attacted to the 
north, and existing residents would 
norstay.be continued, if the Galilee ' 


lacked high-quality schools, indust- 
rial areas, community centres and 
recreational facilities. The agency 
built seven cultural centres in the 
Galilee, and the Israel Philharmonic 
can now appear in places such as 
Hatzor. 

The agency treasurer said that 
agency* expenditures in the Galilee 
have not. and will not. come at the 
expense of settlements in the Negev 
and Arava. which have considerably 
fewer residents. 

The increasing economic and 
security pressures on the Galilee in 
the coming years will, it is hoped, 
take less of a toll because Galilee 
residents appreciate the agency pro- 
jects built in their area. "Lewi nsky 
said. 

Over 2.000 Ethiopian immigrants 
are living in absorption centres and 
Youth Aliya facilities in Galilee, the 
treasurer reported. 

According to United Jewish 
Appeal national chairman Alexan- 
der Grass, collections since the be- 
ginning of the 198? campaign are 2? 
per cent higher than during the same 
period last year. The UJA has also 
collected $48 million so far of the $60 
million targeted for Operation 
Moses to assist in the absorption of 
Ethiopian immigrants. 

Jewish Agency Executive Chair- 
man Arye Dulzin told the assembly 
delegates that Project Renewal for- 
disadvantaged urban neighbour- 
hoods will be completed during the 
1980s. The project was initiated in 
the late 70s by then-premier 
Menachem Begin. 


Dubek wants to meet Sharon, 
hopes hell allow price rise

TEL AVIV. - Dubek cigarette com- 
pany officials have asked Industry 
Minister Ariel Sharon for an urgent 
meeting. They hope the minister will 
accept their demand for a 28 per cent 
price increase so that they can ertd 
their strike. 

Dubek, which produces approx- 
imately 85 per cent of the cigarettes 
sold in Israel, closed its factory on 
Monday, after the management said 
it was losing money. Wholesalers 
and retailers stopped buying 
cigarette stocks on Sunday for the 
same reason. 


According to Dubek. the govern- 
ment is losing about IS425 million 
per day in taxes because of the 
closure. 

Moshe Mazon, chairman of 
cigarette wholesalers, claimed that 
many shops have already run out of 
stock and some shop owners have 
been attacked by angry buyers who 
suspect them of hoarding stocks for 
favoured customers. 

Some stores had only small quan- 
tities of foreign branch. 

Mazon told The Jerusalem Post 
that distributors have stopped 
buying foreign cigarettes because 
the importer is demanding cash. 


Gap narrowing in talks with teachers

TEL AVIV. - School sanctions are 
to continue today with classes begin- 
ning at 10 a.m., despite progress 
which the Histadrut Teachers Union 
claims was made in negotiations 
yesterday. 

After a meeting with officials of 
the Education and Finance minis- 
tries, Gila Ram, deputy secretary- 
general of the union, said the gap 
between the two sides has narrowed 
considerably and she believes an 
agreement can be reached this week 
to solve die dispute over dismissal of 
tenured teachers. 

Education Ministry spokesman 
Israel Cohen confirmed that prog- 
ress had been made in yesterday's 


talks. The more flexible attitude 
shown by the teachers union, he 
indicated, gave rise to hopes that an 
accord could be reached by the end 
of the week. 

Unless there is a change resulting 
from further progress in negotia- 
tions, tomorrow will be the last day 
of school, instead of Sunday as sche- 
duled. Gasses will start at 10 a.m. 
tomorrow, too, and report cards will 
not be distributed. 

If an agreement is not reached this 
week, principals and inspectors will 
continue their sanctions, which 
means that preparations for the com- 
ing year will not be made. The union 
threatened that school will not open 
in September if the dispute is not 
settled bv then. 


Important documents found 
in Neveh Zedek school cellar

TEL AVIV. - Torn Tora scrolls and 
Talmud pages printed in Warsaw 
and Vflna in 1857. as well as many 
purchase documents, bonds of con- 
tributors from abroad and property 
ownership certificates were found in 
the basement of Sba’are Tora school 
in Neveh Tzedet, which is slated for 
demolition soon. 

The school, Israel's first religious 
vocational school, built more than 
100 years ago. was dosed down in 
1969. The city has issued a demoli- 
tion order for the building and in- 
tends to demolish it any day now. 

Zohara Horenstein, of the Society 
for the Preservation and Renovation 
of Tei Aviv- Jaffa, learned that the 
building was about to be demolished 
from a repairman, who was not 
allowed to repair the school's roof. 
The aty official in charge of demoli- 
tions told him that the building 
would be demolished “in a day or 
two" anyway. 

Horenstein had the building in- 
spected by an engineer who said that 
it could easily be repaired, she told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 


While inspecting the building, she 
found the Tora scrolls and other 
documents in the basement, includ- 
ing some signed by former chief 
rabbi Herzog, the father of President 
Herzog. 

The school was built at the inspira- 
tion of chief rabbi Yitzhak Hacohen 
Kook, who believed that religion 
and Zionism could co-exist. The 
school's workshop produced 
weapons to protect Jews during the 
1908 Purim attacks by Arabs. 

The first iron safe to be made in 
the country was produced in the 
school in 1914 and tested by throw- 
ing it into a bonfire with a scroll of 
Ecclesiastes inside. In the morning, 
when the safe had cooled down, the 
scroll was found unharmed and then 
insurance companies agreed to in- 
sure the school's safes. The Magen 
factory developed on the basis of the 
ironworks made in the school. 

Horenstein said the documents 
should be in the Tel Aviv Historical 
Museum. She also said the city 
should renovate historic buildings 
instead of destroying them.

Handicapped stage lie-in’ 
to protest staff shortages

More than half the residents of the 
home for physically handicapped 
adults in Jerusalem's San Simon 
neighbourhood stayed in their beds 
yesterday to protest against the shor- 
tage of staff and supplies caused by 
the government freeze on hiring and 
purchasing. 

"Things got really bad a month 
ago. when six of the 18 staff mem- 
bers were fired.” striking resident 
Nissim Tubul told The Jerusalem 
Post. “It's a real catastrophe. The 
remaining workers are dying on their 
feet and can only provide minimal 
care. Next week several shifts will be 
unmanned.” 

Tubul, 25. is a first year humani- 
ties student at the Hebrew Universi- 
ty of Jerusalem. He attends classes in 
his wheelchair, but has had to miss 
many of them because the budget 
cuts mean there are not enough 
attendants to prepare all of the 
home's 25 residents to leave on time 
for their jobs or other commitments. 


Tubul and his fellow residents 
eagerly await the outcome of next 
Monday's Ministerial Price Review 
Committee hearing on the Social 
Affairs Ministry's request to end the 
freeze. Ministry Director-General 
Zvi Zilker told him in a telephone 
conversation that the crisis would 
“hopefully be over by Tuesday.” 

Responding to the growing crisis 
in homes both for the physically and 
for the mentally handicapped. Social 
Affairs Minister Moshe Katsav 
yesterday assured Akim, the Israel 
Association for the Rehabilitation of 
the Mentally Retarded, that “not a 
single retarded person will be sent 
home despire the budgetary distress 
of these institutions." 

The directors of several hard- 
pressed homes for the retarded sent 
letters to parents last week, asking 
them to withdraw their children on 
July 1 if the crisis is not resolved by 
then. But Katsav said yesterday the 
letters “were sent without authority, 
are null and void and should be 
disregarded."

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2 navies probe site of Air-India crash 

Fear plane’s recorders 
may never be recovered 


CORK, Ireland (AP). - British and 
Irish ships yesterday continued to 
sweep the site where an Air-India 
.airliner crashed five days ago, col- 
lectins: wreckage and probing the 
ocean bed for signs of the in-flight 
recorders vital to establishing what 
brought the plane down. 

The recorders, also known as 
“black boxes," are believed to be 
more than 1.5 km. under water and 
their electronic homing signal has 
not been traced. 

“Nothing has ever been recovered 
from these depths before. It is a 
unique problem,’' said Gerry 
McCabe, the Irish representative on 
the investigating team. 

The British Navy vessel HMS 
Challenger, equipped with sonar 
equipment, was carrying American,. 
Canadian and Indian air accident 
investigators, backed up by two Irish 
navy vessels, the Irish marine rescue 
coordinating centre said. 

The Guardline locater. a British 
merchant ship specializing in deep- 
sea exploration, was sailing to the 
site and was expected to arrive there 


tomorrow. 

But naval experts were also pessi- 
mistic about finding the recorders, 
which register the plane’s move- 
ments and cockpit conversations up 
to the point of the crash and could 
solve the question of whether a 
bomb brought down the Boeing 747 
with its 329 passengers and crew. 

Tbe ships are still picking up 
wreckage, and fishing vessels in the 
area have been asked to look out for 
debris. Only a tiny fraction of the 
wreckage has been salvaged, the 
largest item being a wing pan 2.45 
metres long. 

Meanwhile, about 50 relatives of 
passengers have arrived in London 
mid some of them were expected to 
fly to Cork last night hoping to 
identify their loved ones’ remains. 

Only 131 bodies have been reco- 
vered and many may never be found. 

An Air-India spokesman who de- 
clined to be identified said they came 
despite pleas by Irish authorities and 
the airline to stay away until auto- 
psies were completed. 


Tokyo police trace airport 
explosion to two trunks 


TOKYO (AP). - The blast that 
killed two cargo handlers at Tokyo's 
international airport was caused by 
“explosive powder materials” pack- 
ed in a trunk or two trunks taken off 
an arriving Canadian airliner, 
Japanese investigators said yester- 
day. 

Preliminary scientific tests showed 
the presence of the explosive powder 
on “several iron pieces collected at 
the scene,” Airport police superin- 
tendent Noboru Takada told a news 
conference. 

Indian officials have said the Air- 


India crash off Ireland and the 
Tokyo explosion may be related, 
and have named as suspects two Sikh 
radicals. Lai Singh and Am m an d 
Singh. 

The officials also confirmed that 
both an L. Singh and an A. Singh 
were on the reservations list for 
Air-India’s Tokyo-Bombay flight 
301. which was scheduled to leave 
Narita some two hours after the 
Canadian jetliner arrived. Neither 
was aboard the flight when it left, 
delayed about two hours by the blast 
incident. 



Ten die, power station 

bombed in South Africa 



JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
Ten people were killed and. petrol 
and power installations were dmn- ' 
■ ased vesterday in a sharp escalation 
of South Africa's racial strife. 

A police statement said eight peo- 
ple died and seven were seriously 
injured in a series of seven hand 
grenade and bomb attacks near 
Johannesburg. . 

Most of fee incidents happened 
just after midnight, and police said 
they were investigating fee possibil- 
ity of coordinated attacks on govern- 
ment installations and black police- 
men, who are seen by many blacks as 
collaborators of fee white minority 
government. 

Police spokesman ■ said fee two 
others killed were blacks hacked to 
death at Port Alfred township in the 
Cape Province, focal point of recent 
mass unrest sweeping fee country. 

An electricity sub-station near 
Johannesburg was blasted by a lim- 
pet mine and power supplies to 
Umtata in the tribal homeland of 


Transkei were cut after a power 
station was hit. 

Attacks also destroyed a petrol 
depot and a water pipeline near 
Umtata. 

Reporters in Umtata, capital of 
the territory, said thousands of 
workers were evacuated from fee 
mam government building as police 

bomb squads searched offices. 

The reporters said fee town faced 
a three-day blackout after fee power 
station blast. 

A spokesman for the firm that 
owns fee petrol depot, said virtually 
all oil storage tanks and some rail 
tftwkCT cars were destroyed in the 
explosion there. 

Two of fee overnight victims were 

killed and eight people injured when 
a grenade exploded in a street at 
Tsakane township, police said. 

In the nearby township of 
Rwathema. a man was lolled when a 
.grenade exploded near a house and 
another feed after a grenade was 
thrown at an electrical sub-station .

Iraq breaks with Libya over support for Iran 


BAGHDAD (AP). - Iraq decided 
yesterday to sever relations with 
Libya in protest against a recent 
alliance between Libya and Irau 
against Iraq in the 57-monfe-old 
Gulf War. 

Iraq also said it was recalling its 
diplomatic mission from Tripoli, the

A joint Libyan-Iranian communi- 
que. released by the official Iranian 
news agency. Irna, upon Rafanjani's 
return to Teheran Tuesdav reaf- 


firmed Libya’s "staunch support” 
for Iran in its war with Iraq.” 

The joint communique, fee Iraqi 
spokesman said, “confirms the 
alliance between the two aggressive 
regimes against Iraq...” 

Relations between Iraq and 
Libya, once members together in fee 
Arab “Steadfastness Front” against 
Israel, soured wife the outbreak of 
fee Gulf War in September 1980. 


Less than a month after the war 
started, Iraq announced it was with- 
drawing its diplomatic personnel 
from Libya and Syria to protest their 
support for Iran. 

But although no formal exchange 
of diplomatic representation was 
announced, a thaw had developed 
and since last September a Libyan 
ambassador has been present in 
Baghdad.

ROME (AP). - The latest in a string 
of contradictions offered by papal 
assailant Mehmet Ali Agca yester- 
day prompted the prosecutor to 
admit his star witness was losing 
credibility fast. 

“If he is trying to seem less credi- 
ble, then he has succeeded magni- 
ficently, said prosecutor Antonio 
Marini after Agca, in a major rever- 
sal, testified that a Bulgarian defen- 
dant did not drive him to St. Peter's 
Square the day be shot Pope John 
Paul n. 

At the eud of his 12th day on the 
witness stand. Agca declared he had 
answered his last question and would 
have nothing more to say on the 
subject. 


It is largely because of his testi- 
mony that this trial was brought 
against three Bulgarians and four 
Turks for complicity in fee May 13. 
1981 , shooting of the pope. 

During his testimony. Agca con- 
tradicted himself repeatedly about 
his alleged accomplices. 

But under questioning by Judge 
Severino Santiapichi. Agca began 
changing his story dramatically. 

"How many (versions of the) truth 
are in you, Agca?" asked the judge. 

"I thought for a moment that they 
wanted to drop the Bulgarians." 
Agca said in Italian. 

“Who wanted? Are you saving 
Things to please someone?" San- 
tiapichi shouted. 


When Agca refused to explain, 
the judge pressed him to reveal 
where Sergei Ivanov Antonov, the 
only Bulgarian defendant in cus- 
tody. was fee day of fee shooting. 

Originally Agca bad said Antonov 
was armed and drove Agca and his 
two Turkish accomplices to St. Pe- 
ter's Square. He said Antonov was 
then to drive them to safety at the 
Bulgarian Embassy. But yesterday 
Agca said be and two other Turks 
drove themselves to fee square. 

Asked where Antonov was, Agca 
said. “Antonov was to be an alterna- 
tive." He said the Bulgarian was 
parked on fee main road leading to 
the Vatican. 

When Santiapichi tried to pin down 


Agca about Antonov, Agca waved his 
hands and said, “I have given suffi- 
cient responses... I am finished. I 
confirm everything.” 

The dial was then adjourned until 
today.

Hello Jerusalem, say "the produc- 
ers, does not skirt issues which are 
part of the Israeli way of life. One of 
the programmes focused on the 
Israeli family and the ways in which 
it is heavily influenced by religious 
interests. The American audience 
was given an explanation of how the 
Israeli rabbinical establishment con- 
trols maniage and divorce, and the 
problems this creates. 

The producer of Hello Jerusalem, 
Carl Perkal, was also in on the 
ground floor of the show when it 



started three years ago (at that time 
in conjunction with The Jerusalem 
Post) and is proud of its success. "No 
one in Israel bad ever tried to pro- 
duce an hour-long TV programme 
every week." says Perkal. “It was a 
'shot in the dark for everyone, from 
all angles." 

Perkal feels that the show's impact 
is not appreciated by Israel govern- 
ment leaders. "They find it hard to 
believe that there could really be an 
Israeli TV show in the U.S. every 
week that people watch. There is a 
lot of good will out there that is not 
being taken advantage of. In addi- 
tion to the cable networks, we are 
shown on WNYC, which covers met- 
ropolitan New York - the biggest 
Jewish constituency outside Tel 
Aviv." 

. .Screen tests for a replacement for 
Zinder will soon be held. Perkal 
feels that the nature of the program- 
me. calls for a female moderator, 
although the producers are consider- 
ing the possibility of a woman and a 
man sharing the presentation. In any 


case, the selection will not be an easy 
one since, in Israel, there is no 
natural pool of candidates with -ex- 
perience in English-language com- 
mercial TV. 

What qualities are Perkal and ex- 
ecutive producer Misha ShagT'r 
looking for? “We obviously waint 
someone who can make an attractive 
and credible TV appearance." de- 
clares Perkal “but a pretty face is not 
enough. The person must express a 
very deep involvement and love for 
Israel which »he or he can transmit to 
the viewers." 

And if the thousands of letters 
Kastel receives in response to Hello ■ 
Jerusalem are any indication, the 
viewers will indeed decide. 

Zinder is looking forward to 
spending the year at Berkeley, being - 
with her three children as much as 
possible and writing her master's: 
thesis on Renaissance literature. She: 
will not be entirely out of the video - 
picture, however. Hello Jerusalem's - 
producers are planning for Zinder to . 
present monthly pieces from the

WHILE THE chicken fat was inch- 
ing its way down the drain pipe to 
paralyse the system seven weeks 
hence. I was thinking about Moses 
Hess and the Zionist revolution. 
Here was an assimilated Jew who 
embraced the yearning for Zion with 
religious zeaJ. Some burghul slipped 
through my fingers and into the pipe. 
Thinking at the kitchen sink, though 
good for the soul, was obviously bad 
for the plumbing. 

What a curious dialectic between 
the nVe of nationalism and the Zion- 
ist revolution. I thought, as some 
orange pulp escaped my nimble fin- 
gers and went the way of all garbage . 
And might the Zionist revolution 
owe something to that other event 

• which had captured my imagination 
l as a teenager - the American revolu- 
tion. The university lectures were 
j getting mouldy; the dusty old books 

would soon be donated to my son's 

• school’s annual bazaar. Down the 
!drain with Thomas Paine. 

; Like Martha Meisels, I did my 
;best thinking at the kitchen sink. 
Sunday evenings were particularly 
'fertile when I tackled all the silver- 
ware and dishes left over from Fri- 
,day and Shabbat- a veritable feast of 

• ruminating and rinsing. 2 had hours 

• to contemplate Herd's vision, as I 
.scraped stubborn mousse off tear 
'spoons. 

Where are the Zionists of today, I 
wondered. Who is telling the Jews in 
the Diaspora that the Jewish State 
could solve their Jewish problems, if 
■ not the Jewish problem. When was 
the last reprint of Old New Land? 


Out of Zion should go forth the 
word, but if it was going, was anyone 
listening? 

As the years went by, there were 
more dishes to wash. Three children 
demanded three meals a day. My 
meat and potatoes man husband 
demanded to be fed daily. Even I 
had to eat occasionally. In short, 
there was no lack of time for think- 
ing. My Zionism became entren- 
ched. The drain gurgled with muck. 

One afternoon, as I was deep in 
combat with over-cooked rice, my 
thoughts took a sharp left from the 
Zionist revolution to the Industrial 
one. As the jello belly-danced its 
way down the drain, I recalled turn- 
ing on a TV in 1950. Who was 
washing the dishes back then in 
Cleveland. Ohio? A dishwasher, of 
course. 

Suddenly, my hands trembled. I 
couldn't dip the Scotchbrite into the 
lemon-scented goop. Suddenly, I 
felt a pain in my lower back, an ache 
in my right shoulder. My mind be- 
came sudsy. 

The next afternoon, at exactly the 
same juncture between the rice 
bowls and the jello dishes, it hap- 
pened again. An idea which part of 
me did not want to accept was trying 
to break through. I tried fighting it 
with deductive, inductive, specula- 
tive, intuitive and didactic thinking, 
bur nothing worked. 

Finally, the idea broke into con- 
sciousness with the force of a dura lex 
cup breaking on a tile floor: I hated 
dishwashing. In fact, I hate all 
housework. Try as I may, I can find 
no redeeming quality in cleaning 
things which stay that way for less 
than 24 hours. It is meaningless.

unfuifilling and unself-realizing. 
Anyone can do it. and probably 
much better than I. 

The pace of washing and cleaning 
is not mine. I could be happy in a 
hovel for weeks. I could even eat 
with my hands. Order gives me 
claustrophobia. At heart . I am a true 
revolutionary, which is why I 
embraced the Zionist cause, no 
doubt. 

My husband sensed that things 
were amiss one night when he 
couldn't find the kitchen sink. A 
little while later he suggested we buy 
a dishwasher. I dropped the pressure 
cooker on my toe. Sure, sure, I said. 
What a fantastic idea. The only 
reason I hadn't thought of it myself 
was that I was so busy thinking about 
Hess and Heizl. 

Today my Scandinavian princess 
sits next to the kitchen sink. The 
smell of the dean, dry dishes gets me 
higher than roasted banana peels. 

The sink still gets clogged and 
backs Tip from last month's muck., 
but I don’t take it personally. 

It took me only two days to learn 
that thinking could also be done in a 
supine position, preferably on a firm 
bed with the knees slightly bent to 
take pressure off the back. And if. 
like Martha Meisels. I stubbornly 
thought my best thinking occurred at 
the kitchen sink , now I am convinced 
that truly sublime thoughts can only- 
take root in a relaxed body. 

So, the Zionist revolution freed 
me from one kind of bondage and 
the Industrial revolution freed me 
from another. Now I am so auto- 
emancipated and self-realized that 
the Jewish Agency may send me to 
the Diaspora to spread the good 
word. If I go, HI tell the Jews that 
their revolution is alive in the Middle 
East and if anyone in the audience 
seems serious about aliya. I'll give 
him the name of a good plumber. 


ISRAELI children have watched 
enough Westerns to know that ail 
they have to do is get up on a horse 
and gallop off into the hills, so it 
comes as something of a shock to 
discover that there's more to riding 
than not falling off. Jill Lerner. man- 
ager of the Hadar Stables in Rishon 
Lezion, is good at coping with her 
over-confident pupils as they master 
the art of horsemanship. 

“We're promoting a new sport in 
Israel and have to get across that 
there's an accepted standard which 
has to be followed" she says. “The 
children come with the attitude that 
*in Israel we do it our way.' But 
horses can be dangerous creatures 
and there has to be discipline." 

There are plenty of horses in the 

country but the gap between the 

backyard "watermelon" creatures 
and privately-owned, stabled steeds 
is very wide. And though kibbutz 
and moshav children have plenty of 
opportunity to ride, the rest of the 
population has to depend on sharing 
school horses with other enthusiasts' 
Riding has really taken off in the 
last few years in spite of the consider- 
able expense. Lerner tells of a wait- 
ing list of nearly a hundred, and of 
riders who travel regularly from 
Jerusalem and Beersheba to the 
Rishon Lezion stables. There are 
fewer than half-a-dozen proper rid- 
ing schools in the country and very 
few highly qualified instructors like 
Lerner. 

She grew up with horses, owning 
her first pony in her native England 
when she was three. She competed 
in Pony Club events and later rode 
with the Surrey Union Hunt. “I 
don't like hunting; I used to go in the 
other direction when they came in 
for the kill." 

It's the sort of horsey background 
typical of the British landed gentry 
but rather unusual for a nice Jewish 
girl. Still, her family was always keen 


on horses: her father bred them and 
a brother was. until recently, a mas- 
ter of fox hounds in Yorkshire. 

"I was so horse-mad that my 
school-mates said that I would many 
a horse." she remarks. She didn’t, 
but in the end the horses won out 
over her husband. “It’s hard for 
anyone to understand that you can 
love a horse as much as a person. 
There's no stria working day with 
animals; you have to be dedicated to 
cope with problems, illness , prac- 
tices. etc." 

In the two years she has been 
managing Hadar. she’s worked hard 
to maintain English standards at the 
stables. It starts with the surround- 
ings: not only are the stables spo- 
tlessly clean and unsmeilv. but roses 
bloom alongside them, and woe be- 
tide any child who dumps any liner 
on the ground. 

Lerner admits that it takes a lot of 
tact and hard work to convince 
Israeli children to do something for 
its own sake. “I think the normal 
Israeli child is spoilt and won't offer 
to work caring for the horses, but I 
tell them that if they don't want to 
work they can leave." Those who do 
muck in are rewarded with extra 
early morning practices and the 
chance to care for the private horses. 
In Israel, it's not only girls who are 
horse-mad; many boys spend every 
free moment in the stables. 

■'Children who ride experience a 
thrilling new way of relating to an 
animal. They learn not to think of a 
horse as a tool but as a living creature 
which can enjoy the ride as much as 
the rider." 

It takes seven to 10 lessons on a 
lunge rein until Lerner considers a 
child capable of controlling a horse - 
walking, riding and cantering on his 
own and riding safely in a group. 
“Many children think they can man- 
age long before I think they are 
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ready. Our horses are well fed and 
well trained, with lots of energy and 
individual character, and you have 
to use this. to show a child that he has 
a lot to learn about m a n a gi ng the 
animal.** 

Not all children persevere; some 
fall off and are frightened, and 
others are not really interested but 
are pushed by their status-conscious 
parents. But those who keep at it 
have the chance to learn more. Ler- 
ner has sorted dressage at competi- 
tion level, and riders practise show- 
jumping. There are more and more 
competitions and events around the 
country and some pupils go to Eng- 
land in the summer to brush up on 


their skiib. 

“We’ve got children «hu'iv al- 
ways dreamed of riding and had (•.> 
wait for their parents It' afford it." 
says Lerner. " 

It's not a cheap tindcrtaking - 
half-hour lessons cost about 
Hats, boots and jodbpur- are very 
expensive, and the stables provide 
the compulsory hard hats torJvsm- 
ners. Eventually. Lcrr.cr hopes 
start a Pony Club at the stables a 

network around the cuuntrv Mean- 
while. she's concentrating on 
teaching the best of hotsemanship in 
the hope that one day Israel 
able to compete in imcm;inon.'d 
events.

TWO ISRAELI “natives" have just 
won the World Championship in 
Holland. The competitors were Ca- 
naan Dogs, who were representing 
Tsrael for the first time in a major 
international dog show. 

Myma Shiboleth of Sha'ar Hagai 
Kennels, the only breeder of 
Canaanis in the country. last week 
took two beauties to the prestigious 
World Winner Dog Show, held this 
year in Amsterdam. Some 250 
breeds were entered, with a total of 
10,000 dogs competing. Winning 
both the World and Dutch Cham- 
pionships for males of the breed was 
“Sirpad," and the female. “Ra'ana- 
na.” came away with four titles: 
Dutch Youth. World Youth. Dutch 
Bitch and World Bitch cham- 
pionships. 

The Canaani, a member of the 
Spitz family of dogs, which includes 
such breeds as the Alaskan Husky 
and the Samoyed. has developed 
exclusively in this part of the world 
and is adapted to desert conditions. 

Studies carried out on the dog 
have shown that its usage of water, 
its minimal excretions and its sub- 
stantial weight at birth, make it more 
like desert animals, than like other 
dogs. 

It is a handsome, medium-sized 
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dog that comes in a variety of colours 
- ranging from solid black, to the 
desert colours of red. gold, sand and 
pure white. 

Once a pariah dog, the Canaani 
today has international recognition. 
Controlled breeding was begun here 
in the 50’s, and was continued in the 
60’s by Sha’ar Hagai's Shiboleth and 
Dr. D'vora Ben Shaul. It is still 
quite rare outside Israel. 

The Canaanis from Sha'ar Hagai 
made quite an impression at last 
week’s international event, says Shi- 
boleth, and attracted a great deal of 
interest from spectators who had 
come to the show from all over 
Europe. 

. Intelligent and territorial, the 
Canaani is widely employed in Israel 
as a guard dog. But the Canaani is 
not aggressive by nature, and many 
adjust happily to apartment life. 


AZIT THE Paratroopers’ Dog, a 
stage and screen star, and Shtecker 
the TV dog, are both p rotege s of 
“Unde" Moshe Engelberg, who has 
trained military, police and civilian 
dogs in South Africa, England. Ger- 
many. the U.S. and the Philippines, 
as well as in Israel. 

At the Calbiada held recently at 
Bloomfield stadium in Jaffa, the 
dogs running and jumping a compli- 
cated obstacle caprse.-Jpapirig 
through fire hoops, wafking oo 1 
tightrope and attacking “criminals 1 ' 
with frightening intensity, .were 
handled by Moshe’s pupils from the 
Israeli Dog Training Chib, where he 
is training director. 

On their farm in Moshav Kfar 
Truman, near Ben Gurion Airport. 
Moshe and Mary Engelberg, train 
mainly family dogs, starting with 
basic education and painless house 
training for puppies. Formal obedi- 
ence training is normally started at 
8-9 months, and the best results arc 
achieved through individual tuition, 
says Moshe. 

The boarding kennel is run by- 
Mary, who, like Moshe, learned her 
profesion in South Africa. The ken- 
nels are large, modern and unbeliev- 
ably dean. Mary says this is because 
the dogs have many hours of free 
running in a large fenced-in area and 
hardly ever soil their individual ken-

jp: IT’S about 15 centimetres tall 
yrfien it stands on its hind legs: if it 
looks like a fuzzy little bear; if it has 
no tail, a pair of bright, inquisitive 
eyes and makes a noise six times its 
size when frightened, then it's prob- 
ably a Golden Hamster. 1 

Actually, it may not be golden 
biown at all, though that’s its natural 
colour- Mutation over the years has 
produced hamsters in all shades of 
beige and brown, as well as white. 
And some of the soft “powder-puff* 
pinkish browns are very nice. 

Hamsters are lovely pets, and 
even the most limited space can 
a ccomm odate them. A cage the size 
of a small bird-cage is adequate, and 
being dean and almost odour-free if 
kept dean, they do well in apart- 
ments. When gently handled they 
become very tame and can be played 
with on a table. 

They should not, however, be 
allowed to run free in the house, no 
natter how tame they are. because 
either they will curl up in a chair and 
get sat upon, or will sooner or later 
find a way to burrow into the uphol- 
stery of a sofa or a chair and make 
themselves a nest inside. 
v rlf the run-away pet just happens to 
be a pregnant female, (and female 
hamsters seem to be in that condi- 
tion most of the time), the results can 
be most interesting but hardly re- 
commended by Danish Interiors. 

THE BEST time to get a hamster, or 
* pair of them if possible, is just after 
they are weaned, when they are 
about three weeks old. They should 
have a cage with good litter of wood 
sbaviimor tom paper to hide in. and 
they should have a water-bottle to 
drink from. Never give them water 
Wraps or pans, as this only gets the 
age wet. A proper drinking bottle 


can be purchased cheaply ai any pet 
shop. 

Food will in any case be hoarded 
in nooks and crannies all over the 
cage (that's where the animal gets its 
Hebrew name ogcr or hoarder), so 
any container will do. For they enjoy 
an exercise wheel, especially when 
they are young, look for one at the 
pet shop. 

The best food is the prepared 
pellets from the pet shop, sup- 
plemented with a few raw (never 
salted) peanuts and a choice of bits 
of fresh vegetables like carrots and 
lettuce. They also enjoy a piece of 
whole-grain bread bow and then. 

If you should one day look at your 
hamster, and see that its face is 
enormously swollen, so big it looks 
like a golf ball, and you can’t see its 
eyes - don’t panic. Hamsters have 
very spacious cheek poaches inside 
their mouths, and they stuff 
them full of an unbelievable amount 
of food in order to cany it from one 
place to another. 

THE CAGE should be kept out of 
the direct sunlight, as hamsters get 
sunstroke very easily. They are not 
sensitive to the cold, but changes 
such as those that occur in a room 
that’s heated by day and left cold at 
night are hard for them. 

In really cold weather, they may 
be very sluggish and sleepy and not 
eat at all, but that is because by 
nature they are hibemators and this 
is their response to winter. Left 
alone in a well-protected box on a 
balcony in Jerusalem or other cold 
places in winter, they will sleep all 
the time. In more temperate areas, 
they will wake up and move around 
during the wannest part of the day. 
Of course, you must be sure the 
place is safe from cats. 

When you play with your hams- 
ters, remember never to pick them 
up from above. The hamster's natu- 
ral defensive action is to roll over on 
its back, and it may bite when in this 
state of alarm. Put your hand flat on 
the table and slide it under the 
animal. It will usually climb on the 
hand by itself. You can then stroke it 
and play with it. but remember: until 
it is very tame, be careful of sudden 
motions coming down on it from 
above. 

Hamsters reproduce well in cap- 
tivity. They start breeding at about 
three months and their gestation 
period is 18 days. They usually have 
five or six little pink, hairless 
offspring, but sometimes more. It is 
important to remove the male to 
another cage while the babies are 
small, and to be very careful not to 
disturb the female while she iS still 
nursing.

A nurturer by nature, Barak tries to force-feed 
his pet.

appreciate a few scraps of cotton- 
wool, or other soft material to pad 
her nest. It’s just as well not to put 
the male back with her until the little 
hamsters have all gone to new homes 
and you're sure you want another 
litter, because you can easily find 
yourself find with a population ex- 
plosion. 

TODAY, hamsters are popular all 
over the world as pets and are widely 
used as laboratory animals. In Eng- 
land, where they have a club for 
almost everything, 10,000 people 
gather every year for the Hamster 
Fancier’s Convention. But few peo- 
ple know the fascinating story of the 
discovery of this lovely little rodent, 
and how it was first bred in this 
country. 

The golden hamster, or Syrian 
hamster, as it is called, was found in 
nature once, and only onoe^fChftjC as. 
we know. That was in 1932, when a 


Hebrew University Prof. Yisrael 
Aharoni, spotted some of the ro- 
dents in the hilly country along the 
Turkish-Syrian border. He managed 
to catch a pregnant female, which 
gave birth to four young, two 
females and two males. Aharoni 
brought them back to Jerusalem, but 
the adult female escaped along the 
way. He later killed a male to ex- 
amine and classify this new species. 
He was left with two females and a 
mal e which he gave to his colleague. 
Prof. Saul Adler, the noted parasito- 
logist. 

Adler asked Haim Ben- 
Menachem, the university's chief 
animal keeper to try and breed 
them. He succeeded, and they 
proved invaluable for Adler’s impor- 
tant work on leprosy. (Incidentally, 
one of his sons owned what was 


probably the world's first pet hams- 
ter.) During World War U. Adler 
arranged for hamsters to be sent to 
the United States for research on 
various Middle Eastern diseases. 

So there we are. 50 years after 
they were found, and although 
zoologists have been looking for 
them in the wild ever since, they 
never found any more, so all the 
hamsters in the world appear to be 
the descendants of those two females 
and one male that were bred on Mt. 
Scopus. 

And, of course, there’s more that 
we don't know than what we do. Was 
this female a mutation? Was she the 
one and only representative of a new 
species? Or was she one of the last of 
a dying spedes, soon to be extinct? 
We will probably never know.

“It's part of our nature 
lesson." he announced, “and they're 
going to lay eggs and have lots of 
babies." 

‘ He quickly provided his new pets 
with an air-conditioned home - a 
shoe box punched full of holes - and 
the couple set up housekeeping on 
the living room buffet. 

Barak, who needed to be re- 
minded daily to wash his hands be- 
fore meals and to put his dirty 
clothes in the hamper, remembered 
each day to climb the neighbour- 
hood trees to collect a supply of 
mulberry leaves for his worms. 

They chewed away with relish, 
judging by the large number of black 
pellets they excreted in their cosy 
home. Mom was relieved that they 
didn't require imported delicacies 
and that they didn't need to be 
housebroken. 

One morning Barak lifted the roof 
off their house to give them break- 
fast in bed when he saw that one 
worm was hanging on the side of the 
box. enveloped in a white, sticky 
substance. 

“It's made a cocoon," Barak cried 
happily. Then he began to worry. 
“How do you know whether they're 
really a couple?" he asked.

As a result of company’s $33 million loss - 

Elscint will ‘gently 5 lay off hundreds

HAIFA. - Elseirn is planning to 
reduce its work force in Israel and 
abroad by.several hundred as part of 
a major reorganization programme 
following the company's huge losses, 
The Jerusalem Post learned yester- 
day. 

But chief executive and president 
of Elscint (Israel), Benyamin Sab- 
bah, said the company hoped to 
achieve the cut-back through attri- 
tion, rather than by laying off work- 
ers. 

Employees wbo leave or retire, 
would not be replaced and some 
would be re-trained and transferred 
within the company. There would be 
no recruitment, he said. 

He estimated that in this way the 
number of dismissals would be kept 
to less than 100 out of the 1,700 
employed at Elsdnt’s plants in 
Israel. 

Staff reductions, however, were 
only a part of a retrenchment prog- 
ramme which provided for a “no 
growth" rate for 1985/86. 

The company had aimed for a 
total sales turnover of $220 million, 
based on a 30-40% growth rate for 
the last fiscal year, he said. 

But in the event, the total income 
was 5150m. and this would be the 
target for 1985/86. 

He blamed Elsdnt's loss of $33m. 
last year on a combination of factors. 
The company, in line with its pro- 


jected growth rate, had invested vast 
sums in developing new products, 
upgrading research and develop- 
ment, marketing and manufacturing 
facilities. 

But because of a recession in the 
U-S- health service market - to 
which Elscint exports two thirds of 
its medical diagnostic imaging pro- 
ducts - sales expectations were not 
realized. 

Elscint also ran into stiff.competi- 
tion on the European market, where 
its products, which are linked to the 
dollar, were overpriced. 

Sabbah said they now have to 
adapt the entire organization to 
meet a reduced sales volume. He 
declined to give details of the reorga- 
nization programme. 

. “There is no doubt that we will go 
through a very tight phase, but I am - 
confident that we shall overcome the 
problems,' 1 said Sabbah. 

“Elscint has a good, firm base, 
with a wide range of quality products 
at competitive prices. We also have 1 
man y good people and out task now 
will be to keep them, so that we can 
plan for the future," he added. 

The Post learned that Elsdnt’s 
new chairman, Uzia Galil, who took 
over the post following the resigna- 
tion of the company’s founder chair- 
man and chief executive, Avraham 
Suhami, is not planning any sweep- 
ing changes in Elsdnt’s senior man- 
agement structure. 

Galil, who is also chairman and 


president of Elron Industries, the 
electronics holding company which 
has a 29% stake in Elsdnt, said he 
was confident that the existing man- 
agement could overcome the present 
problems. 

He noted that in fast-growth in- 
dustries crises do happen. Many ma- 
jor companies throughout the world 
had also undergone “a bad year or 
two.” t 

He was confident that Elsdnt 
would emerge from its difficulties 
revitalized. 

Regarding dismissals, Galil would 
not engage in a numbers game. The 
question was not how many, but 
whom they could afford to let go, he 
said. 

He stressed that Elsdnt's prob- 
lems did not reflect a general reces- 
sion in the electonics and high-tech 
industries. 

The problems of Elsdnt were spe- 
cific to that company, he said. Other 
firms in the Elron group had had a 
successful year in 1984/85, but sadly, 
the success was not so widely re- 
ported. Galil emphasized that the 
Elron group itself was “in a better 
shape now than ever before." 

It was reported yesterday that the 
Kulso Electronics firm, which is lo- 
cated on the same sdence-based in- 
dustries complex in Haifa as Elscint, 
is also about to reduce its staff be- 
cause of troubles with the parent 
company in Philadelphia.

Expanding U.S.-Israel trade

TEL AVIV. - The Free Trade Area 
Agreement between the U.S. and 
Israel considerably expands the ex- 
isting two-lane traffic between these 
two countries, but “we hope to con- 
tinue widening these two lanes and 
even add a third one,” Arye Mak- 
leff, president of the Lsrael-America 
Chamber of Commerce, said here 
yesterday. The third lane will be 
between the U.S. and the Common 
Market, via Israel. 

The agreement will eventually eli- 
minate all trade barriers between 
Israel and the U.S. Since Israel 
already has an agreement with the 
Common Market, the U.S. can use 
Israel as an entry point to the Com- 
mon Market, and vice versa. 

Although the agreement was only 
signed a few months ago, Makleff 
noted that “even before it took 
effect. Israeli exports to the U.S. had 
risen sharply. If the first four months 
of 1985 are compared with thte same 
period in 1984, then Israeli exports 
rose to $612 million in 1985, com- 
pared to only 5460m. in 1984. This 
was a 32% increase. 


However, American exports to 
Israel had remained relatively stab- 
le, rising from 5570m. in the first four 
months of 1984, to S573m. in the 
current year. 

The chamber, which includes both 
exporters to, and importers from the 
U.S.. plans to hold an intensive 
seminar on the agreement on July 3. 
Six U.S. lawyers and economists, 
who had followed the negotiations 
on the agreement for more than two 
years, will lecture to the Israelis on 
its general principles. Workshops 
will also be held on specific prob- 
lems, and at a later date there will be 
highly specialized workshops. 

The seminar discussions will also 
extend to two other subjects, the 
memorandum of agreement be- 
tween the U.S. and Israel (this 
agreement allows Israelis to sell to 
the U.S. military establishment on 
similar terms as those which apply to 
American industrialists), ancl on 
“Operation. Independence,” better 
known & the. Task Force. This Task 
Force, which is headed by Zvi Zur,' ■ 
deputy managing-director of Clal 
(Israel), is an organization of 
businessmen who are trying to work 


on a purely business basis, without 
any government directives. Some 
250 Israelis are expected to attend 
thfc seminar. 

The seminar will be preceded on 
July 2 by a meeting of the heads of 
the America-Israel Chambers of 
Commerce in the U.S., led by Eli 
Zborowsky of New York, and Max' 
Ratner of Cleveland. 

“We are trying to intensify rela- 
tions with our sister chambers 
abroad,” Makleff said. He added 
that he was continuing the ongoing 
programme, laid down some years 
ago, of turning the Israel-American 
Chamber in Tel Aviv from a “social 
organization" into one which “acted 
as a constant catalyst" in promoting 
two-way trade. 

This consisted, among other 
things, of acting as a clearing house 
for .information and contacts, “and 
today we receive between eight and 
ten requests from abroad for specific 
information. We believe that these, 
requests, which often result in actual j 
-% 0 si 0 fe% being done, will steadily 
rise due to our efforts to fill all 
requests as fast and as accurately as 
possible." 


Saving time at the post office 
when VAT payments fall due

Starting July 1, all self-employed 
persons who are required to pay 
VAT to the government, may save 
time at the postal bank and hand in 
postdated cheques that will be depo- 
sited on the 15th of the month when 
these payments are due. 

The Communications Ministry de- 
cided to improve service at the postal 
banks and reduce the length of 
queues at post offices on the 15th of 
every month, when VAT payments 
must be made. 

Ministry director-general Yoram 
Alster reached agreement with the 
Finance Ministry, the Customs Au- 
thority, the postal banks and t be 
postal services. 

Under the new arrangement, 
postdated cheques can be brought to 
the postal bank from the first 
ithnpugh the 13th of every month. 
•TT«r cheques will be transferred to 
theclearing house only on the 15th. 

Cheques deposited on the 14th or 
15th of the month will be sent for 
clearing on the same day. 


The ministry hopes that VAT 
payers will take advantage of the 
new arrangement. 

All post offices will offer the ser- 
vice starting Monday, but it will take 
a bit more time for the various postal 
agencies to accept the postdated che- 
ques. 

The cheques will be stamped with 
a special inscription, indicating the 
date of receipt by the postal bank 
and a note that it will be sent for 
deposit on the I5th of the month.

TEL AVIV. - The second of El Al’s 
twin-engine extended-range Boeing 
767s yesterday resumed commercial 
flights, after being equipped to cross 
the Atlantic farther away from 
emergency airports than has been 
permissible until now. 

The project involved stripping the 
cockpit of its panels and making up 
new panels comprising thousands of 
wires and instruments. Workers also 
installed an additional power unit - 
the fifth - and new equipment to 
control a fire for 120 minutes, rather 
than 90 minutes, as was required 
until now. 

Israel had ordered two of the more 
expensive models of the Boeing 767 
- the ER, or Extended Range - to be 
used over the Atlantic when it did 
not have enough passengers to fill a 
Jumbo 747 jet. Its Boeing 767 has 
224 seats and the airline reckoned it 
would sometimes' be more sensible 
to use the smaller plane than sending 
half-empty Boeing 747s with 460 
seats. 

The Boeing 767 set a record on 
March 28. 1984. when it flew non- 
stop from Montreal to Tel Aviv. But 
it faced difficulties operating a regu- 
lar service, because government reg- 
ulations stipulated than the twin- 
engine plane should never be farther 
away than 60 minutes’ flying time on 
one engine from an operating air- 
port. In other words, it should be 
able to land within an hour if one of 
its two engines failed. 

That meant it could not cross the 
Atlantic if even one of the airports 


en route - Prestwick in Britain, Kef- 
la vik in Iceland.

U.S. votes to scrap synfuels corporation 


WASHINGTON (AP). - A U.S. 
House of Representatives commit- 
tee voted Tuesday to abolish the 
remains of what once was a $20 
billion synthetic fuels programme 
designed to wean the U.S. away 
from imported foreign oil. 

By voice vote, the 42-member 
Energy and Commerce Committee 
approved a bill to abolish the Synth- 
etic Fuels Corporation in 90 days and 


take back most of the $7.9b. it still 
has for subsidizing projects to con- 
vert coal and shale to liquid and gas 
fuels. 

Only $500 million of that money 
would be retained by the Depart- 
ment of Energy for a much smaller 
synfuels demonstration programme. 
With those funds, the Energy De- 
partment could share u F to 6(1% of 
the capital costs of a synfuels plant.

. The reasons for the loss are - as so often in these cases 
- partially the result of mismanagement and partially 
^exogenous factors that came together with the internal 
problems under the old rule that it never rains but it 
poms. 

As regards the company's strategy, it is already 
common wisdom that the purchase of the American 
ngnte ting and service firm Xonics. when it was already 
To an advanced state of financial decay, was a serious 
Hander. It was also symptomatic of Suhami's determina- 
don to expand as rapidly as possible , so that when things 
{pined sotH'. Elstint was over-extended. 

Other mistakes were made along the way, and finan- 
cial problems in Elscint's subsidiaries and - more impor- 
tant - among its customers, swelled the losses. For all 
these, Suhami paid the price, despite the fact that he 
founded the company and guided it to its great successes. ' 

It is this feature that is most unusual on the Israeli 
scene. Many people expressed more respect for Subami's 
ffiQingDes&to accept the consequences, than they had for 
bis arrogant- ego-tripping when he ruled the roost. 
Compared to the Israeli corporate norm, his insistence 
on accepting responsibility came as a breath of fresh air. 




1 The inevitable comparison is with the banks and 
insurance companies which, despite the disasters of 
1983, are run by the same bunch of people now as they 
were then. Suhami was and is far more ‘‘irreplaceable” to 
Elscint than any individual in the great banking empires, 
yet the reactions to bad news could not have been more 
different. 

Suhami is still on the scene in Elscint, and so are the 
other major figures in the company. All that has been 
changed is who is responsible for what. The question is - 
is that enough? Can one accept the soothing noises that 
the company is putting out, that its product line has never 
been better (very true), that it will retrench and stream- 
line so that it m akes profits again (let's wait and see), that 
its personnel are a solid and loyal asset (ditto) and that its 
market position is strong and hence its capacity to 
bounce back is not in doubt (it is). 

Put another way, the future can be viewed from an 
investor’s perspective, rather than from the company’s. 
Who will buy Elscint’s shares today? Clearly only those 
willing to take risks, since any idea that Elscint was on a 
remorseless rise to the stratosphere have long died. But 
given that proviso, should speculators buy now? 

Contrarians will say that with all the bad news, and at a 
price of under $5 - compared to a high of almost $30 - 
there isn't much to lose. The main institutional sharehol- 
ders have been shaken out in the long fall, and if the 
company turns round, they may thunder back in and 
push up the price. 

Fundamentalists will want to see at least one or two 
quarters of renewed profitability, or at least stability, 
before risking their money. Technicians will insist that 
the shares form a base first, and will point to resistance at 
516-6 and a gap between 616-6%. Only a breakout over 7 
will convince them. 

But those who believe in the individuals involved, 
and put their faith in the extra incentive that they all, and 
particularly Suhami, have to turn things around, will put 
their money where their raouths-and hearts-are. That’s 
how people made money in Elscint in the first place, so 
maybe that's what will happen this time, too.

There is a slim chance that 
Dr. Suhami may bounce back 


Post Finance Reporte r 
Elscint’s shares fell n on Tuesday 
in trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange. The price range during 
the day was only between 4% and 
43&, at which price the share closed. 

Volume was a dull 23.000 shares, 
so that it may be seen that the market 
did not react in a significant ma nne r 
to the news of Suhami's resignation 
and his replacement by Gain. 

The announcement made in New 
York made clear that Suhami had 
only stepped down from his most 
senior position — that of chairman of 
Elscint Ltd., the Israeli parent of the 
multinational company. He is 
staying on as chairman and president 
of Elscint Inc., the Boston-hascd 
U.S. subsidiary and main selling arm 
of the corporation. 

Sources dose to the company said 
that they expected GalU to concen- 
trate on corporate strategy, while 
Benyamin Sabbah would be in 
charge of Israeli operations, as be 
has been until now. They thought 
that Galil bad forced Suhami's res- 
ignation, or at least accepted it wil- 
lingly, as part of an attempt by Elron 
to reassert itself over Elscint. which 


Suhami has tended to run as a pri- 
vate fief. 

In the wake of the heavy losses. 
Suhami's position within the context 
of this corporate power struggle be- 
came untenable, hence bis resigna- 
tion and effective exile. 

On the other hand, the sources 
stressed that Suhami’s past contribu- 
tion to Elscint had been so signifi- 
cant, that it was difficult to imagine 
the company without him. If he 
succeeds in pulling round the prob- 
lematic and commercially crucial 
American operation, then he will 
presumably re -emerge as prime 
mover within the company. 

It should not be forgotten that 
Suhami personally owns some 8% of 
Elsdnt's stock and this, too, gives 
him weight. 

Suhami faces the difficult task of 
tu rning Elscint's successful products 
into market leaders, and the even 
harder one of regaining the confi- 
dence that Elscint had all but lost in 
the community of Wall Street secur- 
ity analysts. If he can succeed in 
these aims, the last has not been 
heard of Dr. Avraham Suhami. 


EEC forecasters see modest growth 


BRUSSELS (AP) - Economic 
growth in the 10-nation European 
Economic Community will edge 
slightly higher this year and inflation 
will continue faffing, the EEC Eco- 
nomics Office said Tuesday.

TEL AVIV. -Bonds of almost every 
stripe were the main beneficiaries of 
yesterday's gains. Free shares were 
»hn ah«»d over-all, but their per- 
formance was unconvincing. Worse 
still, in the light of the 1.7% fall in 
the value of the shekel against the 
dollar yesterday, even the slight 
0.63% rise in lie non-bank index 
was in fact a real loss. 

Arrangement shares were gener- 
ally ahead, although the jump of the 
dollar rubbed out the ‘‘reality” of 
these advances and left yields mostly 
unchanged to higher. Volume here 
was down on the previous day. and 
was well below the SI million mark. 

Regular bonds enjoyed a larger 
volume, of IS3.2 bilHon or S2.66m, 
and prices were stronger in the 
index-linked than in the dollar- 
Hnked sectors. Short-dated bonds 
were stronger than long-dated ones. 

The “free” share market was 
mixed, despite the apparently posi- 
tive trend affected by the advance/ 
decline ratio. The small number of 
sharp swings, and the dearth of 
U buyers only” situations shows that 
there is no real buying pressure. 
Most pathetic of all is the volume, 
which is now about $700,000 a day.

The Vatican retreats 


THE NEW DOCUMENT issued by the Vatican “On the 
correct way to present the Jew's and Judaism" in Catholic 
preaching and teaching is meant for internal Church guidance, 
and it should be seen in that light. 

It was conceived as a further step forward after a number of 
positive developments in Catholic-Jewish relations since the 
publication of the historic statement on the Jews at the end of 
the Second Vatican Council 20 years ago. rhe document does* 
make certain helpful contributions in dispelling traditional 
stereotypes and promoting understanding that would have 
been unimaginable only a few decades ago. For example, it 
regrets the "painful ignorance of the history and traditions of 
Judaism, of which only negative aspects and often caricature 
seem to form part of the stock ideas of many Christians." 

But it is precisely because progress has been made that the 
disappointment is now so great. 

On basic issues, the document has retreated to conservative 
standpoints which it had been hoped had become outmoded. 
Judaism is defined not in terms of Jewish self-understanding 
but only in Christian categories. The validity of Judaism as a 
path to salvation is denied; Biblical Israel is seen essentially as a 
preparation for Christianity; Jews are portrayed as having been 
chosen “to prepare the coming of Christ"; 2,000 years of 
Christian anti-Semitism and its horrifying consequences and 
implications are ignored; the Holocaust has the briefest of 
references (noting “its meaning for Jews" - but not for 
Christians), while the State of Israel is viewed “not in a 
perspective which is itself religious" 

This is somewhat odd, because the Catholic hierarchy, from 
the Pope himself downwards, has in recent years made clear 
and conciliatory pronouncements on most of these issues. It is 
Ppssible that the conservative doctrinal winds blowing in the 
Cutia, which have silenced a number of liberal Catbolic 
theologians, have also affected this document on the Jews. 

As far as the State of Israel is concerned, its existence and

WHAT HAPPENED between Unifil’s Finnish contingent and 
the South Lebanese Army on June 7? 

The original versions put out by the two sides to account for 
the contretemps were diametrically opposed. According to the 
SLA, 50 Finnish soldiers arriving in three armoured personnel 
carriers attacked SLA positions in the Kentara area, and 
kidnapped 1 1 SLA men, handing them over to the Shi'ite Amal 
militia. On Gen. Antoine Lahad’s orders, his men then 
captured 21 Finns to be held hostage for the return of the 
abducted SLA soldiers. 

According to Unifil, the Shi'ite SLA soldiers defected to 
Amal of their own free will. They just went over to the Finns 
and asked them that they be taken with their weapons to Amal 
in Tyre. The Finns, then, did a favour to Gen. Lahad’s Shi'ite 
men, and were in no way agents of Amal. 

Now the findings of a board of inquiry set up by the UN 
Secretary General, Perez de Cuellar, are in. They make 
mincemeat of both versions: the SLA’s, upheld as it was almost 
without reservations by Israel, which turns out to have been 
highly erroneous, and Unifil 's. which is now revealed as a 
brazen falsehood. 

The truth - and there is little reason to doubt the truthfulness 
of an account so embarrassing to the UN itself- is that the SLA 
Shi'ites, intent on defecting to Nabih Beni's mili tia, colluded 
with the Finns in staging a fake kidnap that was to protect their 
families from reprisals by Gen. Lahad's men. In cooperating 
with them, the Finnish soldiers, whatever their motives, dearly 
violated the Unifil's peacekeeping mandate in southern Leba- 
non. 

These findings leave the UN, whose only right to any 
self-satisfaction has lately been confined to its worldwide 
peacekeeping operations, with tittle to crow about on the 40th 
anniversary of the signing of the Charter in San Frandsco. Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar will now find it rather more difficult than 
before to persuade Israel to agree to Unifil's move southward 
and its deployment right on the border. 

But there is little comfort for Israel either in the findings of 
the UN inquiry board. For they lend substance to the image of 
the SLA as a force grown far beyond its natural size that is now 
being deserted by the Shi'ites who represent the majority of the 
population in southern Lebanon, espedally in its western 
sector. Tbe de facto recognition extracted by Gen. Lahad from 
U nifil in exchange for the release of the abducted Finns will do 
little to place the SLA on the same effective level as the Amal 
militia. 

The degree of trust Israel could place in Amal’s relatively 
moderate leadership will crudally depend on the resolution of 
the crisis triggered by the Shi'ites* hijacking of the TWA 
airliner. But the Shi'ites still seem a safer bet as allies, even if 
unacknowledged ones, in the fight against anti-Israel terror 
than Israel's proxy, tbe mostly Christian SLA. 

One question not dealt with by the UN inquiry board is what 
prompted tbe Finnish soldiers, coming as they do from a 
country friendly towards Israel, to engage in an exercise which 
they must have known was not only illegal but was liable to be 
viewed as hostile to this country. A clue, however, was last 
week offered by the chief rabbi of Norway, another friendly 
Scandinavian country, in an interview in Jerusalem. Fresh 
recruits for Unifil’s Norwegian contingent. Rabbi Michael 
Melchior observed, arrive in the area sympathetic towards 
Israel, and they go home hating it. 

The cause of the antipathy, he said, is the Israel-backed SLA, 
whose soldiers are known for their “bad behaviour." 

That “bad behaviour," which cannot have failed to impress 
the Finns as well, is customarily dismissed by Israelis as a matter 
of “Lebanese methods.” But it is time to consider whether the 
SLA’s dubious contribution to the peace of Galilee is worth this 
country's being tarred the world over with the Lebanese 
“methodology” brush. 


“NO PLANT or factory may be 
allowed to close." This incredible 
statement, actually made a few days 
ago by Energy Minisier Moshe 
Shahal, plumbs new depths of eco- 
nomic idiocy in the annals of even 
this government. 

To be fair, within a few days of 
that remark, Shahal had added chat 
the petrochemical industry in Haifa 
bay might have to shut down - but 
that was in the context of his demand 
that the (privately owned) Israel 
Petrochemicals should merge with 
the (government-owned) Petroleum 
Refineries, to solve their long- 
running dispute. 

Thus it is probable that the minis- 
ter has no intention of closing down 
the petrochemical industry, 
although it has no raison d'etre, and 
that Shabal's initial statement is 
more representative of his true atti- 
tude. 

It was made, of course, in the 
context of Ata. It has been Shahal's 
job within the Labour party to coun- 
ter the cynical manipulation of the 
Ata issue by the Likud's minister of 
Industry and Trade. Ariel Sharon. 

He has done this not by trying u* 
be realistic and to seek practical 
solutions to the potential unemploy- 
ment arising from the demise of the 
concern, but by manipulating (he 
issue even more cynically - if that is 
at all possible. Not surprisingly, de- 
spite his smooth-tongued lawyer's 
approach, he has not been a match 
for Sharon. 

In many senses. Labour's treat- 
ment of Ata has highlighted the 
failure of the party's approach to the 
economic crisis (the term policy is 
altogether out of place). 

Instead of doing what so many 
sensible people of all parties had 
hoped, namely, presenting the peo- 
ple with the plain truth that the 
Likud destroyed the economy, stres- 
sing that a number of tough and 
unpleasant steps would have to be 


taken in order to achieve better 
time? in IS-2-1 months and leaving 
the Likud to like it or lump it. 
Labour ducked and fudged, trying to 
outdo the Likud in irresponsible 
populism. The inevitable result is 
that they will, in due course, go 
down together. 

Within this Labour approach. 
Shahal ha** stood out as the rich 
man's David Levy. No inanity, it 
seems, hnwever divorced 
from reality . is too much for him. so 
long as it represents what the masses 
are believed to want to hear. In fact, 
it has usually been what a vocal 
minority wanted to hear at a particu- 
lar momenr. 

The silent majority must have 
been either bemused by the 
distortion of the issue by the Shah- 
•ils. Lews. Kessars and Sharons, or 
has instinctively felt that the truth is 
nearer to the opposite of what Shah- 
al sn\*.

On the one hand, it bespeaks The 
strong conservatism that characte- 
rizes the Hisiadrut and trade unions 
everywhere in the industrialized 
werid. when faced with the 
tremendous changes taking place 
within industries, within economies 
and between different parts of the 
world economy. 

One of the common factors of 
these changes is that much of the 
power amassed by organized labour 
over the last 100 years will be either 
given up or taken away. 

If given up. then the economy in 
question will adapt more quickly. If 
taken away, presumably after a long 
struggle, then so much the worse for 
that economy (witness France and 
Britain i. 

The changes involved are both in 
the relative costs of labour and capit- 


al. so that unionized labour in simple 
jobs encourages the introduction of 
computerization, robotization and 
the rest - with concommitant unem- 
ployment - and in the relative re- 
ward for labour in skilled versus 
unskilled jobs, so that wage differen- 
tials do not reflect true market prices 
for, say. a textile worker compared 
to a computer programmer. 

On a more local level is the seem- 
ing application of old-time Zionist 
attitudes of ‘'redeeming the land” in 
quite inappropriate economic set- 
tings. 

Put bluntiv. plants and factories - 
and all micro-economic entities, in- 
cluding the sacred kibbutzim and 
moshavim - are mortal, just like 
individuals and households. Just as 
individuals can shuffle off this mortal 
coil and escape this government's 
taxes, so too can corporate entities 
expire and be released. 

Those are the facts, for Ata. for 
Timna. for the entire petrochemical 
industry - irrespective of who owns 
which part of it - for Beit Shemesh 
Engines, and for a whole lot more 
obsolete, defunct or just plain mis- 
managed enterprises up and down 
the country. 

Included are many moshavim. 
ruined by a number of factors., 
among which socialist planning must 
rank high.

IT IS not only rhe increased travel 
tax that will stop me from going to 
Greece on holiday this year or in the 
near future. Under Premier Andreas 
Papandreou's rule. Arab terrorism 
has gained its prime foothold in 
fjurope. 

It is not by chance that the Leba- 
non Shi'ite terrorists chose Athens 
airport as the loading station for its 
arms supplies to their comrades on 
board the ill-fated TWA airliner.
